The suspect’s attorney, Moshe 
Rom, accused the police of negli- 
gence, pointing out that they had 
failed to check the suspects for 
chemical signs of contact with 
weapons or gunpowder. That would 
have proven his clients’ innocence, 
he said.

A FORTNIGHT ago the Israel Ambassador to the UN, Chaim 
Herzog, met in New York with his Soviet opposite number, 
Ambassador Yakov Malik. The substance of their conversation 
was at once reported to Jerusalem, and from here it was 
relayed to Tsrael’s Ambassador in Washington, Simcha Dinitz. 

- The report did not please Mr. Dinitz, who, we now know, 
hastened to make some adverse comments about Mr. Herzog’s 
diplomacy in a cable to their joint superiors. 

Mr. Dinitz thought, for example, that Mr. Herzog should 
never have raised the “dangerous question” of international 
guarantees for Israel's safety in his talk with Mr. Malik. He 
also claimed that Mr. Herzog was wrong in suggesting — or 
apparently suggesting — to the Soviet envoy that Israel might 
reconsider its policy towards the PLO if that organization 
accepted Security Council resolution 242. And he took exception 
to what he understood to have heen Mr. Herzog’s silence in 
thé face of a rude remark by Mr. Malik about American Jews 
protesting the denial of Jewish rights in the Soviet Union. 

‘We know all this because someone in a position of authority, 
with privileged access to internal diplomatic correspondence, 
decided for his own reasons to leak Mr. Dinitz’s cable to 
the press. That person was hardly the first public official in 
the country’s history to have read out a confidential state 
paper to a friendly reporter. But his scandalous violation of 
the elementary rules of official secrecy for partisan purposes 
reopens the whole painful question of the ability of our ad- 
ministration to function with a modicum of efficiency in what 
amounts to a glass bowl. ᾿ 

‘Adherence to the rules would not have profited in the pre- 
sent case from the enactment of the extended censorship 
provisions aired by Justice Minister Zadok earlier this year. 
But it would have been assured by the knowledge that the 
Government is determined to flush out and duly punish all 
those guilty of unauthorized disclosure of sensitive information. 
As it is, an announced policy of “plugging the leaks” remains 
empty rhetoric, with the Cabinet itself perhaps the worst 
offender. 7 


Raphael’s preserve 


UNDER THE Jewish Religious Services Law, 1971,°45 per cent 
of the members of a local religious council — whose function 
is to provide religious services to the entire Jewish community 
— are appointed by the Minister of Religious Affairs, another 
45 per cent by the local authority, and the balance by the 
local rabbinate. Under the same law, the Minister for Religious 
Affairs must choose his own candidates on the basis of their 
fitness to serve 85 members of the council, and on the basis 
of their being proper representatives of bodies and groups in- 
terested in the maintenance of Jewish religious services. 

In a decision involving the Jerusalem Religious Council last 
March, the High Court of Justice held that the Independent 
Liberal Party must be deemed, prima facie, to be interested in 
the maintenance of Jewish religious services, and that their 
representatives could not therefore automatically be disqualified 
by the Minister for inclusion in his list of nominees to the 
council. The Court also held that while the Minister would 
naturally have the last word on the individual fitness of any 
person to serve on 8 religious council, he was not free to de- 
clare ineligible anyone who merely happened to disagree with 
him on questions pertaining to the concepts and precepts of 
the Jewish religion. 

Encouraged by the High Court decision, the Jerusalem 
branch of the ILP asked the Minister again to pick one of 

: four candidates suggested by them in his list of nominees for 
the Jerusalem Religious Council. (The party was too small to 
claim representation on the city council side.) 

Among the four ΤΩΡ candidates was Rabbi Weiler, a distin- 
guished member of the Movement for.Progressive Judaism in 
Israel. After initially giving his approval to Rabbi Weiler, the 
Minister for Religious Affairs withdrew his consent on the 
specious ground that he had been unaware that the nominee 
was a Reform rabbi. It would appear that some of the more 
extreme members of his own party, to whom the very notion 
of Reform is completely anathema, eventually forced Dr. 
Raphael to reverse himself in this unseemly fashion. 

Rabbi Weiler himself had meantime decided not to be a 
candidate so as not to be involved in this mixing of politics 
and religion. His wish must of course be respected.- But the 
issue involved is one of principle, and Dr. Raphael's latest 
decision cannot be accepted as his last word on the subject.

CALIFORNIA STALKING HORSE 
- Brown enters the race 


JERRY BROWN imparts an air of 
devil-may-care insouciance to his 
campaigning for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. "1 caught a 
plane and here Iam," he says when 
asked why he is running after only 15 
months of service as Governor of 
Cajifornis. 

In fact, the decixion to take the 
plunge into national politics was 
carefully debated within the Brown 
camp. The reasons that ted the 


. California Governor to enter the 


- British 


race also make him the perfect 
stalking-horse against the 
democratic front-runner, Jimmy 
Carter. 

As usual in these matters, the most 
‘important reason by far is Brown’s 
conviction that he can make it. While 
acknowledging that Jimmy Carter is 
way out front, his advisers believe 
that Brown has special qualities that 
make him a particularly formidable 
foe for Carter. 

For one thing Brown is identified, 
as Carter is not, with the traditional 
background of the Democratic Par- 
ty. He comes from a large induatrial 
State which may be decisive in the 
November election. He has close 
personal family tles with labour, 
liberal and ethnic communities 
powerful in the party. Virtually ali 
the leading candidates — including 
Henry Jackson and Hubert 
Humphrey — are family friends. 

Brown feels, acc: . that he 
can win the backing of the regular 
Democratic Party, which Carter has 
a0 far smashed. But he also believes 
that his own newness on the scene 
and his qualities as a campaigner 
will remove what has hitherto been 
the curse of traditional party sup- 
port. It is typical] that there has been 
rather little comment that Brown's 
campaign in Maryland is backed by 
8. regular party which has long 
played by old and dirty rules. 

Brown also believes that he can 
have the support of the organization 
without paying a penalty because, 
head-to-head, he sees himself as a 
more attractive candidate than 
Carter. As one of his advisers put it: 
“Carter is interesting because he’s 
winning. Brown wins because he's 
Interesting."” 


CONNECTED with that belief is the 
feeling that Brown takes no serious 
risks by entering into the race. He 
and his advisers are well aware that

But Brown himself has enormous 
self-confidence. He and his advisers 
have taken the measure Of most of 
the other democratic candidates, 
and they have concluded that Brown 
is not going to suffer by personal 
comparison as his father did when 
set beside John Kennedy or Lyndon 
Johnson. 

On the contrary, their view is that 
Brown {is more articulate, more 
spontaneously brilliant, more versed 
in the serious problems of modern 
government, than any of the can- 
didates in the lists. He and his ad- 
visers think he is the only one who 
has truly coped with the problems 
now inherent in prevailing public 
moods and declining public interest 
in government programmes — the 
problem of limiting the role of 
government.

Fascist jolt in Leicester 


THE NATIONAL FRONT is a per- 
nicious party, many of whose 
are ex-Fascists, some with 
criminal records.

chance, turn their noise against 
Catholic, Jew, or any other minority. 
The week before the election was 
remarkable for the Government's 
success in agreeing on a pay policy 
with the unions. On election eve, the 
pound gained some strength on the 
eurrency markets. Sunny Jim 
Callaghan was still on his happy 
honeymoon with the British people 
and the polis agreed with local can- 
vass cards and with the friendly 
welcome given to candidates and 
canvassers alike, The Government 
‘was remarkably popular, in a time 
of depression and economic dis- 


array. 

. On the other hand, the papers were 
full of a remarkable tale. Two Asian 
families who arrived destitute at 
Britain's Gatwick Airport were 
housed by a jocal authority in a 4- 
star hotel at a cost of about £600 a 
week, They were also reported as 
having asked for £115 each, to cover 
the weekly cost of thelr food and 
maintenance. 

The national tabloid press and the 
local “Leicester Mercury" blared 
out the tale, to the screaming disgust 
of ordinary folk who were surviving 
on (say),old age pensions of about 
£15 a week. Everywhere we went in 
Leicester, we were asked the same 
Questions: ‘‘What are you going to do 
about the £600 a week?"* (worse) 

“What are you going to do about the 
Woga?"

The patchy success of 
the National Front in 
Britain's local elections 
on May 6 has alerted 
some politicians to the 
threat of this party, 
many of whose leaders 
are ex-Fascists. Greville 
Janner, M.P., says that 
British Jews have cause 
for concern. 


Unlike ‘“Yank” or even ‘'Frog,"’ it is 
never used with affection. In 
Leicester, Bradford, Southall, 
Smethwick, and many other cities 
into which the Asians or West in- 
dians have crowded ghetto-like into 
new homes, they are intensely un~ 
popular, greatly feared as an alien 
intrusion, and unable (and often un~ 
willing) to take a lively part in local 
activities — and they have become 
the whipping boys of the National 
Front. 

National Front election leaflets 
talked of British ‘“‘stock.'" National 
Front standard bearers wore red 
white and Se nian and sang 
“Land of Ho: lory."" Trying to 
rid themselves of the Fascist image, 
they emphasised that their can- 
didates were ‘‘mostly ex- 
servicemen," ordinary workers, and 
houstwives, to be British. 
They provided the ideal repository 
for the protest vote. 

At the counting of the votes, 
Labour, Conservative, and Liberal 
candidates and councillors chatted 
amicably together, united in their 
loathing of the bearers of prejudice

We knew they would get 
many votes. In 1970, children had 
screamed ‘‘Hnoch" at Labour can- 
vassers — Powell was in the ascen- 
dancy.

In my constituency, the Labour 
vote was over 10,000; the Conser- 
vatives got about 1,000 less; the 


Liberals were obliterated; and the | 


National Front received about 8,500. 
They did best on two great council 
housing estates — ordinarily 
Labour's power houses of support. 
Labour did best among the im- 
migrant voters, who polled well and 
went an estimated 80 per cent to 
Labour and nil to the Front. 

The Front won no seats, But their 
patchy success (albeit in the week of 
the £600 Asian families) jotted at 
least some of our polfticians out of 
their complacency. Only some, 
because, after all, Immigrant cen- 
tres are in a minority. Only some, 
because people do not like being 
jolted — and , was Councillor 
Krishna Shah not re-elected? Some 
-— because they have the curious and 
unreal belief that what happens to 
“the Wogs"' is really of no concern to 
the Catholics, the Jews or any other 


‘minority 


group. 

It is the job of a potiticianto watch 
straws in the wind.

Wales. How odd it is that the Board 
of Deputies of British Jews — which, 
together with the Association of 
Jewish Ex-Servicemen leads the bat- 
tle against anti-Semitism — has to 
scrabble and scrape the money it 
needs to keep its organization alive.

A rabbi, resident of Jerusalem 
since 1833, expresued a quite 
different point of view: Yehosaf 
Schwartz, from whose book, “The 
Boly Land" which was published in 
1852, I quote, gives the following 
figures: the whole population of 
Jerusalem: 28,000 inhabitants, of 
whom 10,000 Christians, 10,000 
‘Moslems, 2,000 Ashkenazi and 6,000 
Sephardi Jews. 

Perhaps you or some of your 
readers could provide me with either 
confirmation of one of the above- 
mentioned statements, or other 
more reliable statistics.
